What is the best telephoned city in 
the world? San Francisco seems to be 
the answer. Iu that city, with a popu¬ 
lation of 342,782, there are 21,324 tele¬ 
phones, or sixty-two per thousand. In 
Europe, Copenhagen is probably the 
best telephoned city, with 15,311 tele¬ 
phones to its 312,859 of population, 
equal to forty-nine per thousand. In 
Copenhagen, too, the best conditions 
for the public exist, although the rates 
are relatively as high as those in Amer¬ 
ican cities. London compares very un¬ 
favorably with these figures. At the 
beginning of this year there were 41,- 
111 telephones to a population of more 
than 5,500.000, or a proportion of sev¬ 
en to every thousand people. New 
York, with a population of 2,350,000, 
had 54,047 instruments, or twenty-six 
to a thousand.

It is remarkable how easy a San 
Francisco officer can change his views 
about capturing a lawbreaker or sup¬ 
posed murderer. Officer Taylor of 
the San Francicso police force is re¬ 
ceiving all kinds of mementoes for 
the bravery displayed by him iu cap 
turing Henderson, the supposed ac¬ 
complice of the holdups who mur 
dered brave Policeman Robinson. 
Officer Taylor’s first statement was 
that Henderson ran into lus arms, 
weak and exhausted from the wound 
inflicted by Officer Robinson Then 
comes his glorification of himself. 
After finding that Officer Robinson 
was shot unto death and would not 
recover, he displayed his courage by 
stating that he saw three men run¬ 
ning down Valencia street and called 
to them to halt, but they continued 
their flight, whereupon he took action 
by shooting at the fleeing rollers, 
then the three robbers split u/, one 
takes up Seventeenth street, the other 
two continued on together. Here is 
where Taylor displayed his great 
bravery by following the single rob¬ 
ber, thinking perhakps that it was 
safer to follow one than it would be 
to try to take two. Officer Taylor 
then takes a shot at Henderson and 
of course hits him in the shoulder 
and the capture of Henderson follows. 

At the same time the wound in Hen¬ 
derson’s shoulder belies Officer lay- 
lor’s statement. Henderson’s wound 
begins at about half way up the 
shoulder blade and came out above 
the shoulder near the neck. Now to 
inflict such a wound would require 
the man with the gun to be on the 
around or rest on the hip and shoot 
upward. Considering the wound in 
evidence, the person shot could not 
have been more than four or five feet 
distant. And again, we hear that 
“St. Louis” Frank has two bullet 
wounds which did not weaken him 
enough so that Officer Taylor could 
notice It. although he was more seri¬ 
ously wounded than Henderson. 
Frank Woods, alias St. Louis Frank, 
was taken to the office of Dr. Morton 
aud there subjected first to a super¬ 
ficial examination and then to an 
X-rav scrutiny. One bullet was lo¬ 
cated to the left of the spine just op 
posite the fifth vertebrae, and inside 
1 the ribs. The other bullet struck 
Woods in the left breast, followed J*® 
fourth rib around under the skin and 
left the body iu the back. If the two 
wounds mentioned did not slacken 
Frank Woods’ pace, he must be made 
of iron. The first statement made by 
Officer Taylor is probably the true 
versou of the affair; that Henderson 
run right into his arms after being 
wounded by Officer Robinson and 
having his hands full with Henderson 
he was unable to follow the other two 
murderers. Now comes the benevo¬ 
lent person in a Mrs. Mary A. Bar 
ron. a Mission resident with a check 
of 850 as a present to Officer Taylor. 
Where are all the fools who generally 
send large bouquets of flowers and a 
few bonbons to such as Mr. Hender 
son and bis ilk?

DYES MADE FROM INSECTS 


Some of the Most Brilliant Colors Are 
* of Animal Production. 

Of great repute and of more Import¬ 
ance than la(Y dye is cochineal, which 
Is the source of artists’ carmine and 
carmine lake, while, when precipitated 
with a salt of tin, It also yields a 
splendid scarlet. The cochineal Insect, 
in which the female, like that of the 
nearly allied lac Insect, alone yields the 
dye, is originally a native of Mexico, 
where it Is parasitic on the leaves of 
the prickly pear. The males of the 
coccus cacti, as the species Is called, 
are minute insects furnished with well- 
developed wings, feathered antennae 
and a long pair of halrllke processes 
at the hinder extremity of the body. 
O 11 the other hand, the female Is a re¬ 
pulsive looking, wingless creature, 
with very short posterior hairs and 
nearly double the size of her partner. 
These Insects adhere tightly to the 
smooth surface of the fleshy leaves of 
the prickly pear and are not pnlike 
small purple wood lice In general ap¬ 
pearance. 

When the harvest time has arrived 
the cultivators stretch out on the 
I ground pieces of linen at the foot of 
I the plants, and detach the cochineals 
from them, brushing the plants with a 
rather hard brush or scraping them off 
with a blunt knife. If the season be 
favorable the operation may be re¬ 
peated three times in the course of a 
year on the same plantation. The in¬ 
sects thus collected are killed by dip¬ 
ping Into boiling water, by being put 
Into an oven or by being placed on 
a plate of hot Iron. When withdrawn 
from the boiling water they are placed 
on strainers In an airy position, first 
in the sun and afterward In the shade. 
In commerce three sets of cochineal 
are recognized; first, the mastique, of 
I a reddish color, with a more or less 
1 abundant glaucous powder; second, the 
noir, and third the sylvestre, which Is 
smaller and of a reddish color. This 
last description, which Is gathered
